RCA-Victor was recently awarded to 
Rod Lauren, the label’s new 19-year 
old singing discovery. In a nation-wide 
promotion campaign, which before it 
ends will be the most extensive ever, 
it is hoped and expected that Rod will 
emerge as the most exciting and_pen- 
etrating personality to strike MHolly- 
wood since the debut of the late James 
Dean. Departing from the current trend 
in music, Rod’s first disc is a ballad 
titled “If I Had A Girl” and was re- 
leased by RCA, November 3, to coincide 
with the beginning of his tour. Ac- 
cording to “inside” reports, it looks as 
though the record may crash the charts 
any week now. 

Rod, born in Fresno, California on 
March 26, 1940, has wanted to be an 
actor from earliest childhood. The idea 
of being a singer never occurred to him 
at all. It was only through an accidental 
chain of circumstances that he dis- 
cevered he had great potential as a vo- 
calist. When Dick Pierce, an Artists 
and Repertoire Director for RCA 
Victor, went to a local Fresno night 
spot to see another RCA artist perform 
he was approached by the band-leader, 
Don Gross. Armed with several demon- 
stration records, Gross, a songwriter as 
well as a leader, tried to sell Pierce 
some of his songs. Pierce was not too 
impressed with the songs but did get 
very excited over the voice used on 
the demo disc, and within twenty four 
hours Rod Lauren was offered a re- 
cording contract. 
~ Both of Rod’s parents are musical. 
His mother, a schoolteacher, plays piano 
and organ for church services while 
his father, who works on the Southern 
Pacific Railroad, sings with the church ° 
choir. Although their original intention 
was that Rod should be a dentist, they 
went along with him when he showed a

Since undertaking a singing career

and Ella Fitzgerald. He prefers to sing 
ballads because “I can put my heart in- 
to them,” he says.

The Yugoslavian’ pop singing star 
lvo Robie (pronounced Eevo Robish), 
who made the German song “Mor gen” 
a hit in the United States, is here cur- 
rently touring the night club and thea- 
tre circuit after making his successful 
American debut on the NBC-TV Perry 
Como Wednesday night network show. 


Born in Bjelovar, near Zagreb, Yugo- 
slavia; Robic showed his musical talent 
at an early age. At the Zagreb Con- 
servatoire he studied piano, clarinet, 
saxophone, flute and double bass. He 
was lauded by his teachers as a musical] 
prodigy. 

One day, on a whim, Robie auditioned 
for a singing job with the Zagreb Radio 
Dance Orchestra. He got the job — 
and launched his pop singing career. 


In 1948, Robie cut his first record 
for Jugoton (Yugoslav Record Co.) 
and since then has cut over 100 discs. 
Germany’s Polydor Record Co. discov- 
ered him when a Hamburg newspaper- 
man, on a vacation in Yugoslavia heard 
him, returned to Germany and raved 
about him. Polydor invited Robic to 
Germany in 1959, and signed him to a 
contract. Robic speaks and sings in 
German, French, Italian, Spanish and 
English as well as all the Slavie lan- 
guages. 

The first record he cut was “Morgen.” 
Within two weeks it climbed into the 
magic circle of Germany’s top tunes. 
It was brought to the United States by 
Laurie Records, Inc. 

Theatrical personal manager Michael 
Stewart heard the record while in Eu- 
rope and went searching for a German 
singer. He could not locate him: Finally 
Mr. Stewart learned that Robie was a 
Yugolavian. Stewart, back in the United 


Stated by then, asked his London re- . 


presentative, Sidney Parnes, to go to 
Yugoslavia and sign Robic. Parnes 
disappeared for over ten days. Stewart 
began to worry and was set to go to 
Yugoslavia to look for Parnes. Finally 
a cable arrived — just two words — 
“Robic signed.” — 


After much legal red tape Robic ar- 


rived in the United States in October. 
Robie’s fan clubbers call themselves: 
“Ivo-leaguers.”

If you are among the nation’s 30,000, 
000 amateur musicans who have dis- 
covered what fun it-is\to “blow your 
own horn” in a neighborhood ‘band, you 
might try putting a few home-made 
notes on tape. Tape recording equipment 
can sharpen your musical prowess as 
well as provide a lasting record of ac- 
complishment. 

Your tape recording can vie with the 
professionals if you try a little experi-

These tips will help you 
determine the best placement of mu- 
sicians and recording equipment for 
your home “sound studio.” 

The basic ingredients for “tape-it- 
yourself” sessions are a group of en-

record; and, naturally, a tape recorder. 

As far -as the studio is concerned, al- 
most any room with a normal eight-foot 
‘ceiling will do. It is seldom necessary

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Les Elgart, who has gained national 
prominence in the past months as a top 
favorite among our college students, is 
known in the music business as “The 
Trumpet Player’s Trumpet Player”. 
This is not an easy title to come by be- 
cause it means that Les Elgart had te 
gain the appreciation of critical music- 
ians and demanding audiences through- 
out the country. 

Les hails from Connecticut where his 
father was in the real estate business. 
Maestro Elgart’s mother, a former con- 
cert pianist, had her own conservatoire 
and helped to teach Les and ‘younger 
brother Larry, the fundamentals of 
music. 


Les was chosen president of the 
school orchestra at Pompton Lakes 
High School in New Jersey (where his 
family had moved when he was seven 
years old). Although the young musician 
was very active with the school orches- 
tra, he did manage to make the base- 
ball team, and became its top pitcher. 
A number of offers to play professional 
baseball almost swayed his decision re- 
garding a musical career, but his first 
love won out and he continued his 
trumpet studies. 

When young Les came to New York 
to get his musician’s union card, he 
heard that Bunny Berigan was looking 
for a trumpet player for his band. Les 
was one of 40 musicians who auditioned 
for the job — and he got it! He was 
featured with Berigan’s group for a 
year and then worked with Hal Mc- 
Intyre. Harry James and Charlie Spivak 
both heard him one night at the Astor 
Hotel and both offered him a job on 
the same night — a rare tribute from 
two of the most famous band leaders in 
the country. Les accepted the Spivak of- 
fer because his brother, Larry, was play- 
ing sax with the band at the time. Two 
years later, Harry James induced Les 
to become a member of his famous 
Music- Makers. 

Short stays with Woody Herman and 
Ray Scot followed after which Les 
started his own orchestra which met 
with immediate acceptance. The sound 
of the Elgart band is unmistakable. The ,
